CONSTITUTION  AND  RULES 


OF      THE 


HALIFAX  CALEDONIAN  CLUB, 


(INSTITUTED   1860.) 

Clann  nan  gaidhtal,   ri  guailibh  a  chttlef 

««  Oh  Scotia  !  my  dear,  my  n»tiv«  Mil, 
For  whom  my  warmest  wish  to  Heaven  is  Bent, 
Long  may  thy  hardy  bodb  of  ruBtio  toil. 
Bo  bleat  with  health,  and  peace,  and  sweet  content!" 
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CONSTITUTION. 


The  objects  of  this  Club  shall  be  the  preserving  aiul 
perpetuating  in  Nova  Scotia,  the  National  Dress,  Music  and 
athletic  games  of  the  people  of  Scotland,  and  the  Club  shall 
consist  of  Scotsmen  and  the  sons  and  grandsons  of  Scotsmen 
resident  in  Nova  Scotia. 

Rule  I. 
The  Management  of  the  Club   shall  be  vested   in  a  Chief, 
a  President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  three 
Directors,  who  shall  be  designated  the  Managers  of  the  Club. 

11. 
Admission  to  the  Club  shall  be  by  ballot,  candidates  to  be 
proposed  at  one  meeting  and  ballotted  for  at  the  next  meeiing, 
and  on  being  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present, 
shall  pay  an  entry  fee  of  ten  shillings,  and  the  sura  of  one 
shilling  and  three  pence  at  each  quarterly  meeting  thereafter 
towards  the  funds  of  the  Club. 

III. 
At  all  meetings  of  the   Club,  nine  members  shall  form  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

IV. 
The  Club  shall  meet  quarterly,  on   the  first  Tuesday  of 
August,  November,  February  and  May,  and  shall  have  an 
annual   out-door  gathering  at   Halifax,  on  the  8th  day  of 
June,  the  anniversary  of  the  settlement  of  Halifax. 

V. 

The  members   of  the   Club  shall  appear   at  the  annual 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Rath.rings  in  Ilif^hland  coMume  wcuring  ihe  Inrtans  of  their 
respective  clans,  or  such  oth.r  tartan  as  they  w.aj  prefer,  an<^ 
at  quarterly  meeting,  shall  wear  a  tartan  plaid  or  .carf  or  any 
<.ther  suitable  badge. 

VI. 

At  the  annual  gatherings,  prizes  will  be  awarded  to  eligible 
competitors  by  the  Club,  as  IbUows  : 

A  prize  for  proficiency  in  Scottish  Music  on  the  Highland 

^'' Apprize  for  FA^nci^g-Gillie   Galium   or  Sword  Dance, 
Highland   Fling,  Reel  of  Tulloch    and    other    Caledonian 

Dances.  .        .      tt      -^^.. 

A  prize  for  Putting  the  Stone,  Throwing  the  Hammer, 
Tossing  the  Caber,  Leaping,  Running  foot  and  hurdle  races, 
••,ack  race,  Broad  Sword  exorcise  and  other  games. 

A  prize  will   also  be  awarded  to  the  wearer  of  the  best 
Highland  Costume.  iNova  Scotian  made  tartan  preterred. 

VII. 
The  Chief,  President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer,  Secretary 
,nd  Directors  shall  remain  in  office  one  year,  bu^  may  be  re- 
Hocted  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  offtee  bearers, 
and  such  election  shall  take  place  at  the  quarterly  mectin.r:  u 
November  in  each  year. 

VIII. 
Patrons  and  Honorary  Members  i  .ay  be  appointed  at  any 
of  the  Meetings  of  the  Club,  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
members  present.
